upon the wheel, and as the ſame bas ever been 
& 1 atterded wich much oppoſition , difficulty and 
BN offence, ſo he has alwayes given to ſome of 

fa his Servants an eye to ſee and be affected with 
it, and to put their helping hand unto it: Al- 
though the things, which have been of latetheTravelof many, 
and yet are of ſome amongſt us, being of ſuch weight and 
worth, of ſuch bleſſed and glorious conſequence , would re- 

vire men of a more excellent ſpirit, and skilful hand, to ſer 
— forth in their proper beauty and luſtre, yet ſuch ſervice as 
I had, love conſtrained me to 22228 at this time, where- 
in the Exigencies of Truth call for ſomewhat at our hands. If 
urbelief, ſecurity and revolt had not choaked that Faith, Light, 
and Love, unto the Lord and his preſent Works in the World, 
whereby many among us were led out to undertake and effect 
great chi in purſuance thereof, that Truth would by this 
time have been witneſs of it ſelf in reall effects to the face — 
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the world, and would not ha ve needed a vindication of this na- 
ture by word or argument, to wit, That Gedi doing new 
and extraordinary things in thu day inthe earth : To obtain 
clearneſs and certainty in which point is of high concernment, 
unto all ſuch as would not be left in the dark, concerning the 
great deſignations of Providence, and their own duty, and as 
would be led out through that confuſion at this day among us, 
of contrary principles, affections, and intereſts, unto a right 
Judgement therein, it being to be rationally concluded , bee 
if all things are to continue as they were, and no new thing to 
be done, that then thoſe high Intereſts lately contended for, and 
all wayes and means put in practiſe for the gbtainhg thereof, 
are to be condemned, as which had a rendercie to introduce 2 
new ſtate of things, and the preſent courſe into which things 
are ſince put is rather to be juſtified, as tending to reduce ps 
unto the old; as on the other hand, if the Lord has not yet 
brought forth that which he intended in hig mighty Works 

mong us, and has furthe: things to do, this maybe a a- 
tion of encouragement unto all the Friends and Eollowers of 
Chriſt, to proceed in their former Faith, Feryency,Prayer, and 
in all ſuitable wayesand means for the help and furtherance 
thereof, notwithitanding the unbelief, oppoſition, and advan- 
tage of preſent viſible proceedings contrary thereunto. 

The grounds we bave to hold out for our belief and hope in 
this ching. chat God hath been, and is in theſe dayet, doing ſome 
new and extraordinary things, are, 

Firſt, A freſhneſs of ſpirit that hathbeen among us: Tech. 
4.6. Not by might , ner by power , but by my Spirit, ſaith 
the Lord of Hoſts : The experience of former and latter Ages 
may tell us, that God has had his times of going away and te- 
turning to his Place, leaving his People and the World without 
any vilible tokens or eminent appeatances of his Power, in ſuch 
ſeaſonsthe Spirit has run low and faine: only in ſuch a meaſure 
as might preſerve his People ina life of conflict and warfate; 
and his times of coming forth again out of bis Place, when he 
has had ſome new work to do, and then has he aſwayes given a 
new and freſh Spirit, ſuitable to the work he had in hand: It is 
ſaid, 1 Sam. 16. 13, 14. The Spirit of tbe Lord came npon 
David ſrom tha day forward „ batrhe Spirit of the Lord de- 
parted 


355. he like was ſeen in our 
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yd Sent, and in roll 2 from the Lond tranbled 

yes: While the Lord took 
away his Spirit from many Wiſe, Mighty, and Noble among 
us, and ſent darkneſs, famine,and withering into their hearts, 
and confuſion upon their counſels, at the ſame time he put a 
Spirit of Faith and Power upon a deſpiſed fort of men, which 
was as marrow and fatneſs to their bones. There is a word in 
Iſaiah 10. 27, The yoak, ſhall be deſtroyed becanſe of the 
ancinting. The principal end and effe of the diversand ſun · 
dry Diſpenſations of Spirit, which God has renewed to former 
Generations, at leaſtin later times, has been to regain unto 
Chriſt and his Church, out of the hands of Antichriſt, ſome of 
thoſe rights and concernments, which during the long time of 
darkne's and tyranny, have been concealed, or forcibly detain- 
ed from them: The like effect had that Spirit that was put up- 
on a People among us : Many pretious Truths and Priviledges, 
the light and comfort whereof was denyed to our fore-fathers, 
were diſcovered, and many heavy yokes of ſpiritual and civil 
bondage, long continued upon their necks, were broken and 
deſtroyed by that Spiritthat remained among us: Oh what 
bleſſedneſs 44 this Spirit bring with it, if it be but remembred, 
what light and certainty it gave of the preſence of God with 
us ? what drſcerning of the time? what à ſtrong ſavour and 
relliſh of ſpiritual things? and what earneſt longings and preſ- 


"ſings after a berter ſtate of things built upon the foundations 


of Righteouſneſs and Truth? The clear ſhining forth of new 
— 1 out of the former miſts of Antichriſtian obſcu- 
rity, Was that which begot this Spirit in the hearts of many , 
the ſetting up of Chriſt in the more full and unlimited exerciſe 
of his Kingly Power and Authority over all things, both in 
Church and Nation, was that end it preſſed after, rhe taking 
out of the way all Parties and Intereſisrhat had or might hin- 
fer the obtaining of this end, was that workit was with much 
zealand fucceſs exerciſed about: Sue h a freſhneſs of ſpirit was 
never, norcan it be concerved was of late given forth, but in 
order to the uſhering in ſome new and further work into the 

World. 
Secondly, The works of Providence drawn out in a conti- 
nued line and ſeries of deliverances unto a praying People, next

unto thoſe Inward impreſſions of thequickening Spirit, ares 
ſignal teſtimony unto us, that God is doing ſome new and bet- 
ter thing inthe World: When the Works of God in a Nation 
grow up to that beight and eminency , as likea tide to bear 
down all before them; then they are to be obſerved and heed- 
ed es ſignes and tokens, asthe Voice of God unto that people, 
ſignifying what are 1 — Counſels and Works he is deter- 
mined to do: It is ſaid in the Pſa/m 105. 26,27,28. He ſent 
Aoſer bus ſervant, and Aaron whom he had choſen, they ſoewed 
bis ſigner among them,and wonders, in the Lands Ham * He 
lent darkneſs and made it dark, and they rebelled not againſt 
his Word The Signs God wrought for //rael upon Egypr, and 
his Appearancesfor them in the Wilderneſs, did ſhew, that the 
time of their Redemption was come, that he would bring them 
to the promiſed Reſt : Onceit was that the Lord kept us under 
a low condition of ſpirit, faith and courage,and as to the out- 
ward Man under a ſtate of ſub jection and ſuffering , under the 
beavy yoaks of the Antichriſtian Task-maſters , ard for a long 
time held h:s peace, leaving us without any ſignes and tokens in 
a viſible way; then was a time for us to fit ſtill, things bein 
dark while the Lord was ſilent, but having been ſince raiſed 
up into hopes and expectations, that a day and time of great 
things was at hand, and this not the work of fancies,but of the 
Spirit, of Faith and Prayer, upon the foundation of glorious 
Promiſes , and God alſo having gone before us in many emi- 
nent appearances one upon another, all trending to make way 
for the bringing in ſome better ching then yet is ſeen; T his is 
unto us, one among other, the ſober and good grounds we have, 
to proceed in prayer and waitings for that Excellent State of 
things to break forth, whereof ſome former taſtes and glimpſes 
we have hadalready, the preſent interruption and ſtop put u 
on the work to the contrary notwithitanding. Iſaiab faith, 
Chap. 43. 3. Igave Egypt for thee, Ethiopia and Sheba for 
thee : May it not be ſaid, that che Lord gave whole Nations in- 
to our hands, and all thoſe parties that roſe up one after ano- 
ther, upon this account, becauſe they ſer themſelves againſt a 
Cauſe and People that God had among us Let us but ebſerve 
who all thoſe that have appeared in evill will and deligns a- 


gainſt this Cauſe, haye been ſadly left of God, unto dar 4 
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and waſting in their ſpirits, counſels and proceedings, the very 
report whereof put a fear upon the Nations about, while he 
owned, and bleſſed, and comforted his People, by a glorious 
leading Preſenceamong them : V hat is the meaning of theſe 
things ? Is there not a far other more Excellent State of things 
ſignified, and intended hereby, then the preſent frame of things 
of late ſet up, under which worldly pomp and policy, the o 

reflive and corrupt Intereſts of former worldly States and 
Govmramens, with a too general deſection of many from 
their firſt light, love, and purity, is ſpringing and growing up 
again in the Land. 

The changes that of late have paſſed over us, area further 
Teſtimony from God unto us, chat he is doing ſome new thing 
in the Earth: It is ſaid, Gem. 49. 10. The Scepter ſhall nat 
depart from Judah, nor a LaW-giver from between his feet, 
until Shiloh come. The firſt coming of our Saviour was 
uſhered in by a change upon all Nations, the Roman: poſſeſ- 
ſing themſelves of the Kingdome of David, and of the Go- 
vernraent of the whole World: oe! faith, chap.2.30, 31. 
Iwill fhew wonders in the Heavens, and in the Earth, bloud, 
and fire, and pillars of ſmoak.. the Sun ſhall be turned into 
dar kneſt,and the Moon into blond, before the great and the ter- 
rible day of the Lord come We are to know the ſecond coming 
of the Lads Jeſus to ſer up his Kingdom on Earth draws near, 
when we ſee changes coming upon the whole frame of things, 
both in Church and State: This Nation,a Nation wherein Pro- 
feſſion is reformed unto the greateſt degree of Light and Purity 
ofany Nation in the World, yet how has it been turned up- 
fide down ? How have the Heavens of our more reformed, as 
well as the Earth of our more looſe corrupted Church-ſtate 
been ſhaken ? How bas the Sun of Monarchy, Kings and No- 
bles, been darkened, and the Moon of our Civil State been 
turned into bloud ? Hew have formes of Government , and 
Authorities, haſtily riſen up one after another, and have as faſt 
diſſolved in weakneſs apd confuſion : Revel. 21.1, I ſaws 
new Heaven and a new Earth, for the firſt Heaven and thr 
firſt Earth were paſſed away,and there was no more Sea: When 
theGovernments, Kingdoms, and Common-wealths, — 4 
out both the Autichriſtian and the more Refarmed Nations, 

come 
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come unſettled, ſhaken, and falling in pieces, it is align they 
are grow old in ſin and guilt, and as fit for no more uſe are rea- 
dy to be done away: The time for the fulfilling of that pro- 
pheſie ſeems at the very door , Reve/. 14. 15. Thruſt ;n thy 
fickle and reap, for the time is come for thee to reap, for the hay- 
veſt of the eart * Who ever ſaw the Nations round a- 
bout us in ſuch a poſture of warr and wrath as a: this day , ſo 
fitted for deſtruction? What Earthquakes, Echiples, Comets, 
raining of Bloud, and raging Peſtilences, have there been of 
late? How is the whole Creation ſenſible of the drawing near 
of the Lord Jeſus, whoſe coming in the Spit of Grace and 
Glory in his People, and in Wrath and Judgements againſt his 
Enemies, is that which cauſeth all theſe changes which have 
been, and are yet o be in the World. . 


It is well known to many , that both the ſpiritual and viſible 
Intereſt of Chriſt hat}: begun to ſhine forth more of late in this 
Nation, and God hath given more viſible teltimonies in a way 
of owning of it here then in any other Nations beſides : 80 
ſoon as this Intereſt and Cauſe was placed among us, what a 
ſeries of chanpes did preſently low in upon us ? What com- 
motions were ſtirred up againſt us from abroad ? and how are 
all the Nations about us ſince put into a flame? Nations long 
ſettled upon their lees of Antichriſtian blindneſs and corrupti- 
on, when God begins to empty ſuch from veſſel to veſſel, to 
bring upon them one breach and change after another , it is a 
broke has ſome new and ſpecial thing to do with ſuch People: 
Oh that we might ſee the Lord Jeſus, as he comes forth 
through theſe things, and lifts up himſelf ſtill more and more 


by them. 


' The Refinings that have attended our changes have a freſh 
ſignificancy with us, that God is about ſome new and extraor- 
dinary things among us; every change was as a fire purifying 
the ſucceeding parties intoa more refined Spirit and Principles, 
then thoſe that were before , as new work and new difficulties 
were preſented, while many went off, their hearts failing them, 
through darkneſs, wearineſs, or fear,a new Spirit was put upon 
others in a freſh ſupply of light and ſtrength, giving a 


more piercing fight into the excellency of the W_ 
an 
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and cauſe in hand, and further Reſolution to preſſe for- 
wards towards it. 

Principles in che beginning of the day were dim and weak, 
boch in the Civil and Military Inſtruments, carrying them forth 
a little higher then unto the Intereſt of meer civil right and 
feeedome, aꝑainſt the Arbitrarines and exceſs of Monarchy and 
Prelatical Church ſtate, theſe Generations being moſt of them 
laid aſide, a choicer People were raiſed up in their place, of 
clearer Principles and higher Aymes, calling for Impartial Ju- 
ſtice, removal of burdens, dethroning of Kingly Power, aboli- 
tion of Worldly Pomps and Splendour, a Religious Magiſtracy, 
a Spiritual Miniſtry, liberty of Worſhip,&c. they had ſo much 
light,as todiſcern the preſent frame of things to be exceedingly 
corrupted with Antichriſtian mixture, and to ſee there was a 
better (tate of things to be had framed and acted , not accord- 
ing to Humane Reaſon, and Prudentials of State, in the hands 
ot men, as men, but according to the Decrees and Laws of 
Chriſt,in the hands of men, as ſpiritual and Saints. 

Further, changes ſo far heightened this Principle, as that the 
Intereſt and Right of Jeſus Chriſt, to exerciſe a Kingly Autho- 
rity over the —— of men, was publickly and ſolemnly 
owned fora reaſon among us, let it be obſerved, how the 
Lord winnowed and purged one party after another; how the 
ſaid old, dark, and corrupt faſhionof things wasa going away, 
and a new face of things began to appear with a new lultre, 
both upon Church and State, upon Doctrine and Worſhip, 
garments of mourning and bondage formerly upon the People 
of God, changed into a ſtate of liberty and gladneſs; a looſe 
and worldly Church reformed firſt to the letter, after toa de- 

ree of ſpirituality , the conteſt begun for a civil Intereſt, re- 
tined into 8 conteſt for ſpiritual Faich,Prayes, and expectations 
in many riling higher and higher, firſt for civil liberty, then for a 
ſpir gal, aſter for the Kingdom and Government of Jeſus 
Chriſt - And here that word may not unſeaſonably be minded, 
Pſal. 68.13, 14. Though ye have lain among the pets, — 
Hal ye be as he wings of a Dovecovered with fulver , and ber 
feathers with ye geld, when the Almighty ſcattered Kings 
init, it was whitc as ſnowin Salmon, When the time came, 


that the Lord would ſcatter and bring down all thoſe Autho- 
rities, , 
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rities, Powers, and Parties, that 121 held his Church in this Nati- 
on at the Brick- kills, in the condition of Servants and Bond-men c 
then did he rake off our filthy garments, and clothed us with 
change of Rayment, high Reformation, ViRories, and many 
viſible Teſtimonies of his Preſence among us, and all theſe as 
Earneſts or firſt- fruits of that flouriſhing State, which ſhall 
be brought forth in the Coming and Kingdom of the Lord je- 
ſas. 

In Iſrael; Redemption out of Fgypr,mention was firſt made 
of a civil Intereſt only, of their deliverance from ihe burdens 
and oppreſſions of that King, but the principal thing intended 
— God himſelf would be their King: If this was a typi- 
cal Preludiam of the State of the Church in theſe laſt dayes, as 
that Propheſie ſeems to imply; Idi rrftore thy A. at 
firſt, and thy Connſellors as at the I ginning lt lo, then a de- 
liverance trom che yoaks of Tyranuy and erſecution, unto a 
condition of meer oucward liberty aud quiet, was not the cluef 
Reſult in ended us in our changes, but that God ou d thereby 
bring us both Church and State under a more immediate Go- 
vernment to his Son, that he alone ſhovid be our Law- giver 
King,and Judge, ruling vs according to his own Word an 
Spirit, not according to che Prudentials and Policies of this 
World: If the Lord bas thus kindled a Refining tire among 
us, let us take heed how wequerch it, till our purification, 
thereby preparing us unto that Kingdom and Glory that is 
drawing near. 

The Lord hath taken new and extraordinary wayes with us 
beſides that peculiar eye that hath watched over the Engliſh 
Nation, in former times, to ſave it from the bloud-thirity Rage 
of Antichriſtian Adverſaries, their Invaſions from abroad, und 
Conſpiracies at home: God has of late made this Nation, as it 
were, a Stage, whereupon he came forth, and began that Cup of 
the Wine of his Wrath againſt the Kingdomes and Monarchies 
of BAH, that is determined againſt chem, here began the 
Horns of Antichriſt to be chrown down , here the ſpiritual 
and civil Liberties and Rights of Saints and Men were more 
viſibly owned of God, againſt the Injuſtice and Uſurpations of 
Eccleliaſtical and Temporal Rulers, then had been before; 
bereche Office of Chriſt , as Prophet and Head of his Church, 

. was 
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was bindicated and advanced above the Commandements and 
Laws of Men to the contrary. The Authotity of Chriſt, as 
King of Saints and Nations, and the right of Saints with him to 
Rule and Judge the World, has gained more Reputation and 
acceprnce with us then ali the World over: God ſperks con- 
cerning his Church in the latter dayes, 1/45. 43. 18. Remember 
ye not the former things, neither conſider the things of old, hebel 
I will do a new thing : And what was that new thing? For your 
ſakes 1 bave ſent to Babylon, and have brewght downs all their Ne- 
bles, ver. 19. 1 nil ron maks 4 way in the wilderneſs, and ri» 
vers inthe deſert, Chap. 44. 3. For 1 will pour water wpon him 
that u thirſty, and flonds wpon the dry ground; I will pony my + 
Spirit upon thy ſeed, and my blrfſing upon thine off-ſpring : The 
Lord bad a People among us ho he formed for his praile ; bow 
did he for their ſake bring down our Princes and Nobles, the pa- 
ramonrs and Lovers of Baby/on ? How wies eur Land, which 
bad layen like x wilderneſs for want of Goſpel light and admi- 
niſtration of Juſtice, turned into Rivers of water, through 
Righteouſneſs, Knowledge, «nd the Preſence of the Lord, 
ſhining forth among us? And in that day what a ſprinkling of 
the Spirit was there upon the dry ground, upon many Sons and 
Duugheers among us, of ſimple and low capacities, weak and 
fooliſh things, hereby many wiſe,mighty,and honorable, were 
put to contuſion, and brought ro nothing > Let us call to mind 
— A — — with — the fields ; what — rhe 
Spirit, of « mighty wind, were upon many, carrying them

I anſwer ; Letber lived to fee his Doctrine prevailed over 
many Cities and Countries, and ſoon after his death brake out 
the Warr in that Nation, for the puniſhment of them that were 
Adverſaties to the Goſpel ; when that Light was quenched 
there, it ſprung forth with renewed ſtrengt h in this our Iſland, 
and bas ever Kindled ſuch a fire , as has at fandry times couſu- 
med the chicfeſt part of the Riches, ſtrong Holds, and Yoaks of 
Antichrift that were among us. 

God has began the influences and eſſects of ſome of the laſt 
and glorious Promiſes in our Nation ; Providences and Pro- 
pheſics have been as teeming wombs , bringing forth the firſt 
fruits of great things amongſt us : The Promiſes that concern 
the Church of Chriit, towards the end of her wilderneſ tate, 
do ſpeak of greatchanges and revolutions to come to paſſe a- 
bout that time in the Antichriſtian States and Ki „with 
their Governments and Aﬀeairs, that by theſe tempeſts this old 
carrupt frame of things may be broken, and fall, and way made 
for a glorious State of things, to be brought forth ia the fuller 
— of Jeſus —— A Stone 6 5 ct ent without 
h ands that ſhall ſmite the great Image ape bus fort : Upon the 
ſervants and ape the oof ner in theſe dayer will 1 . my 
Spirit, and theſe ſhall bate the Whore, and foall make ber deſolate 
and naked,and ſbal cat ber fleſhand burn her with fire ; then the 
earth ſhall rele to and fro like a drankard, —— ſhall be removed 
like a cottagr,and the Lord ſhall pamſb the the high ones 
that are mn, 1 the Ki of the #arth — — Then 
the Moon ſhall be confounded, and the Sun aſhamed. If theſe 
Promiſes have begun their e ſſect — — then 
let us know, that the way of the Lord amongſt us is new, and bis 
work extraordinary , let us remember what « ſprinklingof « 
gracious,choice and active Spirit has been among us: what ex- 
cellent things were done while it was freſh upon us? How Mo- 
narchy and Prelacy was cut off, as out of the horns of Anti- 
chriſt > How the Stone has been ut work among us , whereby 
that «hol: Church ind State with the pomp, pewer, and great 
nels of it was orveturned > What parties and 2 ·ͤ˖⁊ðG“̃ 
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laid aſide, is being ſhort of ſpirit for the buſineſs of that day ? | 
and what Laws, Conſtitutions , and Cuſtoms were caſt off, as # 
Antichriſtan, and oppofice to the work then in hand: Add to 4 
all theſe, hat « mighty Witneſs of (d unte all theſe pro- % 
ceedings in a continued ſeries of Salvations and Victoties over i 
all that roſc up agaioſt us; and then m iy we got conclude, That 
the th ugs that were then on foot among us , were the firſt fruit 
and carneſts of choſe precious Promiſes, and not (us too much 
cauſe has of late been given to ſay ) the produtions of poli- 
cy,headineſs or deluſion; to ſay noting, what noſt deep and 
ſveet impreffi>ns were upon our hearts trom the word of pro- 
miſe concerning the, Kingdom of Ch iſt. gud downlial of B aby- 
lan, we have had two obſervable ſigns, that the tie, ot the Pro- 
miſe, wherein the Lord will do great things, is at band ; the one 
is a moſt peculiar and diſtinguiſhing preſence of the Lord , by 
inward Refreſhiogs of Spirit, and outward Diſpenſations of 
which was with us whilſt our hearts went after the Lord ; 
| and our Principles and Proceedings were ina ſubſetviency to 
his Cauſe and Kingdom; when others,whoſe ams and ends were 
more National and mixt with worldlyintereſt, were laid aſide, 
left in the dark, and under viſible rebukes. So great a difference 
has the Lord made be tween theſe, who ſat downin a meer civil 
and worldly Reformation, and others, who prefled after betet 7 
hopes, (via ) the fulfilling of Pcomules , ind « full ſubje tron 
of all things to the Word and Spirit, muſt needs be taken for a 
ſi Evidence to give light unto us, which way the work and 
of the Lord lies at this day, The other (ign is, the fad 
clouds of diſplea ſure that are now upon us j that gracious and 
lively preſence that brought us out from our tormer Egyptian 
darkneſs and flavery, and by a ſtrong hand led us through many 
dark and difficult paths in the beginning ot the day,is much de- 
ee off our Councils, Camp, & ſolemn Aſſemblies ; Lins 


e given uato us that are not good, and Statutes whereby we 
live ; our Rulers are many of them ſuch as know not 
7oſepb,the faithful Servants of Cbriſt. ſuch as had no heart unto 
or communion with that great Aﬀiir and Intereſt of Chriſt 
once on foot ; the Military Poser, which was as a new ſharp 
threſhing Inſtrument againſt us: Be is now become a 
prey to the Hearhen, or as —_ under a forreign ___ , 
| 2 the 
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the cauſe and truth once ſo dear and highly owned, now is to any 
viſible progreſs of it, under i ſentence of death. ſo that we may 
ſay , we have fown much, and bring in little ; we looked for 
much and lo it comes to little; the Lord hath blown upon it, 
becauſe his Houſe lies waſt. Hag gas proved to Ira. That the 
viſible diſcountenance that was upon all their publick and pri- 
vate concernments, from the Lord,was ſign, That the time was 
come, that the Lerds Houſe ſhould be built; even ſo clouds of 
diſpleaſure from God returning again , after ſuch a morning of 
ſucceſſes and bleffings «s has deen upon us, ought to be 1 * 
unto us, that the Lord bath great things yet to do among us ; and 
that it is time for us toawake,and go on with the Work that bas 
been begun among us. 

Now let us enquire what Works the Lord is about, and 
wherein his Saints ſhould be found waiting upon him at this 
day ; there are ſome Rules, which in this Point have given light 
unto the Church of God in former Ages, and lately in our time, 
and may be further uſcful to us in this day for our ſatisfaRion 
herein. 

Firſt Rule, The Word, upon which we were made to hope 
in the day of our greateſt difficnlties and ſtraits, and in the 
ſtrength and comfort wherein we ſuffered ſo many things ; 
when God ſets it upon the heart of his People to wait foi ſome 
word, ſome ſpiritual Promiſe to be made good, and to undergo 
many things for the obraining thereof, that is the Work of that 
day; God made a Promiſe to Abraham four hundred and fifty 
years afore it came to paſſe, when the time of the Promiſe d ew 
nigh, God put it upon Moſes beart ; after him upon Joſbnab, 
to go up and poſſeſs the good Land, David hid a Word that 
he Road be King, he bore up himſelf upon this word through a 
long ſeries of conſlicts ard troubles, tillthe things was done, 
Ia the late Warrs, thoſe who bare the burden and heat of thit 
day had a Word, whereupon chey leaned , which conſilled of 
many Promiſes, ſhewing a more full and glorious Reformation 
to be ſer up in the World, whercin Jeſus Chriſt in all his Offi- 
ces, Laws, and Commands, ſhould be more vifibly own» 
ed, and exalted, and le in all her intereſts thrown 
down: This was that Word that was x Guide and u Strength 
to many among us in the troubles and perplexicies 1 
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that day, and not the Policy and Power of dis 
World. ; 

Second Rule. Obſerve of what nxture were theſ: breathings 
of the Spirit , and the impreſſions that were wrought thereby 
upon the moſt enlightened, faichful and praying part of the 
People, While we were following God in the way of his Judge. 
ments among u; the Wotk God is about begins in the heart 
of bis People, for if the Secret of the Lord is with them (hat 
fear him ; when 4 People are in the Work of Cod, follos ing 
Jeſus Chriſt tht ough many fore Tryals and har ſhips, then ob- 
ſetve what things in that day lay with moſt weight upon their 
hearts, and what the ſlirr ing and movicgs of the Spirit with 
the Word were then amongſt them. and there the Work of Cod 
hes: P/alm 102. 13,14. Thow ſhalt ariſe aud have mercy up- 
ew Sion, for the time to favour ber, yea the ſet time is came, for 
thy Servants take pleaſure in her ſtones , and ſaveur the duff 
thereof : When God begins to awake the ſpirit of his People, 
to call them out of their darkneſs, ſecurity, and carra! icteteſis, 
and Ir them a graciqus ſenſe of the condition of S, 
and to look, and long, and cry to the Lord tor her building up, 
then is the time it hand; 1 Chron, 11. When the Lord would 
turn the Kingdum from the Houſe cf Suunto Dat id, then he 
ſtirred up all 1/-ae/co come and make Dat id King i It may be 
obſerved, whilſt the Spirit of the Lord retraincd in the lively 
and freſh galrs and acting of it upon cur publics [nfirumen:s, 
and Camp, Council, ard Aflcmblics, there was fuch a ſenſe upen 
their hearts, that the Ki gdom of Ch: &t matt te promoted 
both in Civil and Spiritus, ard the remaining polls and pils 
la's, all the umbs and branches of Antic) riftianiſme , 
might be broke to pieces, and carried them with a lively 
z al and urige through a »ppoiiti ns, difticuities,and temps 
cations in that Cay totke contrary. 

Third Kwle.. Conſider which wiy the Works of Þ oviderce 
looked, ( it were forgierly done among? ds, and Whither t“ ey 
terded, Yiough Providence, Hen it is alone, is not any ertrag 
Rule to go by ; yet when the Works of God und his Word a d 
S$pi; it go altogether , when a People have his Word ard S7iric 
lin ting them up anto « Work, and Providentes coming in ore 
vpoa angther to carry them out in it, thenare'Vrovidences 0 
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be heeded,us ſians of the times, and of the Work God is about ; 
P/aim 165. 26. He ſent Moſer bu Servant, aud Aaron when be 
had choſen, they be Ai ſigns among thew, and wonder: in the 
Land of Ham, The Wo ks God wrought for Iſrael in Egypt 
and the Wilderneſſe, was us Gods manifeſtation to the Nations, 
who were his People, and what he was about; when a People 
are engaged in a cauſe upon holy and righteous Principles , the 
Promiſes, Prophecies and T:uths of the latter dayes, and God 
is ſeen going forth before them, working glorious Deliverante⸗ 
for them, thus is a loud Teſtimony : What isthe Work God is 
determined to do in ſuch « day? P/alm 105. 14. 13. He ſ*f- 
fered no man te de them wrong, yea ke reproved Kings for their 
ſakes, ſaying , touch not mine Annointed , and do my Prophets na 
harm : How like to this the deal'ng of God with England of 
late have been may appear , whoſoever ſhall remember what an 
eye of peculiar teſpect and favour the Lord had a People 
among us, what a choice and bleſſed Spirit a deſpiſed People 
had, whereby many Wiſe and honoursble among us were con- 
founded? What power to bind Kings in chains, and Nobles 
in fetters of iron ? How no weapon that was formed again 
them could proſper - Moreover how the Lord ſt che 
line of confuſion and the ſtones of emptineſſe over all ſuch 
conſtitutions and intereſts as had been props and pillars for the 
upholding the old Antichriſtian and worldly pomp, pride and 
greatn:ſle; if the aim and tendencie of theſe Providences 
be conſidered, it is eaſie to gheſſe what the Work of God is at 
this day. 

Fourth Rule, Take notice what things have fallen out upon 
People among us ſince they left the Work of the Lord, they 
were firſt about, to build their own houſes, ſince they left their 
firſt love, and labour, and patience, and 2c il in that Work, and 
are joyned to another Iatereft : As ſoon ts Sau failed in the 
Work of the Lord, m Sam. 16. 14. The Spirit of the Lord de- 
ported from Saul and an evil ſpirit from the Lord troubled him: 
That Spirit he had for the Lord, «nd the work of Reformmion, 
left him, and he wasturne1 to hate the ſame Spitit when þ 
came upon David : It is i true obſervation, where the Spo rit of 

God is ſeen in the moſt gracious, — and wa-meſt workings 
of it, there ate the choĩceſt Servants of God, and there — — 
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Work carrying on, What a ned Spirit was there upon a 
People among us? What zeal did it work ? what indignation ꝰ 
what godly ſorrow for miſcarriages ? what parging of them- 
ſelves from the old leaven > what preſſing on towards 3 
thorow Reformation, and the good things of the latter 
dayes, how is this Spirit (1 would I could not lay it ) departed 
from them. 

Object. But whervin des, it appear that that Spirit has leſt 
thens ? 

Anſw. It appears by their principles and deſigns , the Spirit 
of God acts upon holy and gracious Nite unto holy 
and noble ends; « People led by the Spiritof God do act up- 
on ſuch Principles as are fſpirituz!, the Word of God, Faith in 
the Promiſes, Love to Chriſt, to his Saints, to the breathings of 
the Spirit in them, to Righteouſneſs and Holineſs, now where 
you ſee theſe Principles left and lighted , and others took up, 
worldl and pollicy, ind con union with them, that ei- 
ther left the Work formerly, ot were enemies to it, and practi ſes 
tending to pour contempt upon the bleſſed Cauſe and Intereſt of 
Chriſt among us, and upon all thoſe that would ill be taichful 
to it, untill the Kingdomes of this World become the Kingdome 
of our Lord; this is not the Spirit of God you may be aſſured, 
that does ſuch things : The ſpirits of any thing are known by 
the breath or favourit yeild : T how ſavonreſt not the things that 
beof God, but rhe things that be of man : where we find a ſtrong 
ſcent and ſavour in our own hearts, or others, of the fl ſh- pots, 
and « nycns,an haokerirg aſter the treaſures of Egypt, the pomp, 
preſgime ats titles, a d honors, the conſtitutions and intereſts of 
tho that the Lord caſt our before us, to be lie the Nations, in 
Governmen:, State, Deſigns, and Manners, there we may fear 
the Spirit of the Lord,» £2 any further work,'s departed: Mote- 
over ſince many le f. of following the Lord fuliy, we ſee not out 
ſigns and cokens of Gods wonder «ork'ng Providence 1 for- 
merly ; Exc. 13,15, Wherein ſhall it be tes bere, that I 


and thy People hav. found grace in thy fight, it not in that tho 
geſt with wa, ſo ſhell wih ſeparated, I and thy Prople, from al 
the Pele tat are pen the face of the earth; Whiltt there 
Wi a People among us t& at were faithful i h the Lord and bis 
Saints , tod had a heat I 0 the glorious thiggs God —

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Chu ch, the Lord Jeſus went forth before them #8 Gerets), ind 
put the ſeit of them upon all chat were about them 2 but ſince 
then, what frowns from Heaven ? what tokens of dilplcaſute 
ve been upon us both at Sea and Land ? whereby all chings 
drive heavily, at home fears and confuſren, abroad waltung and 
con\uning upon their Armies; now obferve, in what walk and 
way we had the Lord preſent among us, and how fince then be 
hs withdrawn himſclf trom us and thence we tay packet where 
his Work hes at this day, 

Now then if you judge theſe Rules to be ſuch, as may give any 
certan light to reſolve us in the queſtion ; The Work che Lord 
our God is about at this day 1s a choice Work, and a great 
Work, and beyond the ordinary wayes and Diſpenſations of 
God in times paſt. 

Firſt, The Lord is forming a People for himſelf, purifying and 
fitting a People to follow Chriſt in thoſe ſpecial Services, 
wherein his Glory is more eminently concerned; if the Works 
th-t God has done in the midſt of us be in order to ſome grtatet 
things he has yet to do, then will he ſanctiſie and prepare a Peo- 
ple that ſhall underſtand the Work of the Lord, and ſerve him 
therein; P/al. 110. 2. Rule thow in the mia of thine Enemies, 


thy People Gal be wilting in the day of thy 22 the * 


of balimeſs They that ſhall be of the mot ready and willing 
ſpiritro ſerve Chtiſt in the Work of his Kingdom, ſhall bea 
People of more grace and holineſs then ochers , U People that 
(h:1l have Faith ind Love to Chriſt , and Zeal for bis Kingdom, 
and Glory, burning more upon their hearrs then others have . 
The Promiſes ſhew of this thing frequently ; 1/45. 4. 3. v£* 

it ſpall com ts paſſe that he that ts left in Sion; and be that r- 
eth in fernſalem, ſhall be called holy even every one that i written 
among the living in Jeruſalem : When the Lord is about to e- 
ſtablith his Church above all Mountains , all other Kingdomes 
and People inthe World, he will firft cauſe them to ſeparate and 
come out from the ſins and uneleanneſles of the World , and 
will make them a Pcople fitted to enjoy the glory of that day, to 
be u Saviours upon MountSiex,and to judge the Mount of Eſas: 
The Warrs and charges that bave been among us call for this 
too, they have beet) us fires to purific us from our ſing and Idols, 
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them again : The defolations 25 tronvles that Co atthis time 
threaten the Nations all about us, leem to be is ſignes and to- 
kers to all that are wiſe-hearied among us, to prepare to meet 
the Lord Jeſus in his Judgemen's z heis above, when yeſce 
thele things begin to come to paſle, then lift up yc ur heads and 
look up. 

This will be better underſtood , by making a more particular 
enquiry, What macner of Work that is, wherein God will fit 
bis people, and make them ready to follow Jeſus Chrift in the 
things be is about 

Firſt, We may look that he will put another ſpirit upon bis 
People then that ii, which is generally ſound at this day among 
the People of God ; a choſen People, 8 picked People become 
thoſe Works God has promiſed to do inthe latter dayes ; If 
an Hororable Perſon bad a Negotiation Which concerned bis 
Honourand Eſtate, he would employ ſuch Perſons about it, 18 
weuld become ſuch « Maſter, and of abilities for ſuch a Ser- 
vice; Ot if a great Prince were about to ſhew himſelf openly, 
to be ſeen beſore his Subjects, he wonld chooſe a Train of ſuch 
Perſons, to attend upon bim, as ſhoonld ſet off the glory and 
ſplendor of his Royal perſon before the people: The Works 
wherein the Lord Jeſus will gloriſie himſelf, and be more emi - 
nently exalted, be will chooſe ſuch choice and precious Saints 
and Servants to be about him therein, as that by the Grace and 
Bleſſedneſs which they ſhall ſhew forth, his Glory (hall ſhine 
forth the more ; there is ſo much droſs and Tin mingled with 
our Gold, ſo much of worldly ſpirit, in exceſs, pomp, deſigns, 
— and receiving honour and promotions ; ſo much of a 
carnal frame, in debates, envyings, ſtripes, backbitings, hiſper 
ings ſwell gs, tumults ; and ſo much of an Antichriſtian ſpiri 
7 among us, in joyning intereſts with Babylon, — 
cies a ich het Kings building up again her borned power, hanker- 
ing after her cuſtomes, manners, laws, worldly ſplendor and 
greatneſs , that whilſt we are in ſuch a condition as this, God 
will commit no eminent or ſpecial ſervice ot truſt unto us;fuch a 
peop'e ate not in a condition, fit to attend upon the Lord Jeſus 
in his great Works he has to da. among us : Whillt the Pee 
of God among us were ſeeking after ſome better thirgs in 


Spirit of Grace, with Faith, _—_ and Purity, che Lord 
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was among them by a very gracious and wonderful Preſence, 
but fich they have left their firſt Loves, and bave forgot their 
firſt Works , and are fat down in the middle way, the Lord is 
ſecking « People of another ſpirir, who will follow bim fully in 
the Works be has promiſed to do in theſe laſt days: Now we may 
know ſuch « People, « People of another ſp tit, where the fol- 
lowing character: are found. 

t. In dayes of diviſion and diſtemper, of corruption and 
falling away from their firſt Love, fervency of Spirit, the ſim- 
plicity,ſavour and Spirit of Chriſt, and Goſpel-conformity, un- 
to lecurity and reſt j from whence come uncleanneſſe , laſcivi- 
ouſneſl:, ſtrife, wrath, and hereſies ; « People that ia ſuch dayes 
ze growing in their Light, love, Purity, and Zeal for Chriſt, 
his Work and Kingdom, are a People of another Spirit, of ſuch 
@ Spirit as the Lord ſecks for , for ſuch a Spicit was 4, and 
fome few in his time. 

2. After a Reformation has begunin the Churches of God, 
when the old leaven the conſtitutions and cuſtomes made in the 
time of Antichriſtian blindneſs and Idol try are eſtabliſht and 
kept up — them ; or when a People in a Nation, who were 
caming out of B abylon,delivercd from the youks, and by a great 
deal of convition,through many wonders of providence,called 
to come out of the corruptions of the World, (hall retorn back 
agein to bondage, either by confederacies with Babylons 
friends , mingling with their manners, or taking the golden 
wedge,if in ſuch dayes as this there be any that continue in their 
love and zeal to I eſus Chriſt, his Kingdom, s thorox Reforms» 
tion of things until all power be put into his hands, nd do fhew 
forth the ime , by following all holy and righteous wayes and 
means , for the promoting thereof in the World, ſuch are « 
people of another ſpirit ; ſuch a ſpirit as this was in Elijab, P hi- 
near, David, Nehemiah, and ſome others in theit time, and in 
the worthy Reformers of later times: Zech. 12, 10 J wil 
pray upon them the ſpirit of grace and ſupplication, and they D 
me who they have pierced and ſbal monre for lam: The 


Lord will have ſuch « people as ſhall be deeply affected with 
Chriſt,and wich a ſenſe of the diſhonor and reproach that lies 
vpen biw, bis cauſe andiinreredt in thele laſt times. 
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3. When the ſigns of the times are not diſcerned nor heed- 
ed, nor the Works and Mind of God pointed at thereby is not 
cloſed withall, « great ſecurity and unbelief, and a lazy luke» 
warm ind ferency, generally prevailiog, as to the things which 
concern the promiſed Kingdom and Glory of Chriſt , md the 
overturning of all that which lette ti; whoſcever ſhall then be 
found upon their watch, in ſupplications and ſea:chings, mourn- 
ing for the ſins of the times, retuling to bo# to the Kings Image, 
opening their window towards ſcraſalem, that is, praying for 
the Redemption of the Church of Chriſt , and enquiring oue 
the time, ſuc h are a people of another ſfirir,ſuch a people theLord 
ſeeks for as a people fit to follow him. & wait upon bm; of ſuch 
an exc-llent ſpirit was Danicl,and the men of I uc har, Noah, fe- 
remiab, und others : As he is « man eee low, baſe ſpirir, 
that can be content Chriſt ſhould have A little place 19 his heart, 
and the old Mana great deal, foir isanote of a people of 2 
low and unworthy ſpirit, not fit for any emirent ſervice for 
Chriſt , that are content with a little of Chriſts Righteouſneſs 
ard Reformation in a Nation, well ſatisfied ſo they may live 
in peace,and eaſe, and plenty, though Chriſt have not the (way- 
ing, over- ruling Power in the publick and higheſt matters that 
are doneamong them: When a deep ſleep of ſecurity in pre- 
ſent things has taken bold upon many, then to have the eyes 
open and heart ax ake,preſſiog forward towards things before, 
is a ſign of « people of another ſpirit. 

4. A e that follow the Lord fully which way ſoevet he 
goes, that whilſt others are taken off by fear of difficulty, 
worldly ad vantage, or ſome cunning pretences, will not be — 
vailed with to decline or caſt off the Lord and the Work he is 
abous, ſuch area people of another ſpirit ; whilſt Rulers, Ar- 
my and Churches were all as one for th: Work of the Lord Je- 


ſus among us, and many outward ſucceſſes and 

were caſt in, and the owning thereof — — 
ment in the World, an ordinary and common ſpirit might fol- 
low the Lord in ſuch a dey z but when all theſe progs and ſoun- 
dations are ſhakea, ad the ſtreams of intereſts & affairs is tutn- 
ed into another channel againſt the Work and Promiſe of God, 
then to be lovers and followers of the Lord Jeſus, his 
Cauſe and Intereſt, when 3 contempt and death,

of Gods making. urdet Rulers of Gods anveintirg is bleſſed ; 
as it is but arcaſonable thing; but this Kingdom ( ſay they) 
being not of this World, will not be received nor ſubjected to 
by the World, nor can it be ſetup but by a ſhaking and pulling 
to picces the Kingdomes of the World, as to the foundation 
they now ſtand upon; wherefore it being a buſineſs of ſo great 
trouble, difficulty, and danger, before it can be atraived, ler us

having little love to the Glory and Excellency of Chrilt and 
his Kingdom; the Lord will prepare a People of another Spirit. 
that will ſt engthen one other to go on, until all the Encmics 
of Chriſt and his People be put under our feet. 

2. As the Lord will chooſe among his People ſuch us are of 
another Spirit, ſo he will have a People of more refined and 
excellent Principles then ere commonly found among us ; 
Principles are the ſprings of Actions, no man cin ict above his 
Principles ; aman of grac.ous, noble, and refi 1ed Principles is 
appointed for ſome excellent ſervice and finer work then other 
men; now theexcellency of a mans Principles lies in their ſpi- 
rituality, ip how much they have of Chriſt and Grace above 
other men: A man that has more communion with God, wich 
free-arace in Chriſt then others, is « man of more excellent 
Principles. Mers Princip'es cannotalwayes be judged by their 
Profeſſion , but their Profeſſion may be judged off by their

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Principles + a min of low and ſetvile Principles may make 8

Audit came to paſſe when the King ſat in 
bu b:uſe, and the Lord had given him reſt rowndabiut from all bis 
mie,; yitthe King ſaid ante Nathan the Prophet, Ste now, I 
dwell in an bouſe of Cedar, but the Ark of Goddwelleth within 
Curtain: : This Principle is Wanting, where an out ratd delive- 
rance and pexce is ſo uſed ard fat down in, us yet the Work of 
the Lord is not carried on; Thewgh thon haſt lain among the 
p tr] will maks thee as the wings of a Deve 1 will pour ont my 
Spirit pen all fleſh, henceforth there ſhall no more come into thee 
1 wacircwmeiſed and the unclean ; Great goodneſs is promiſed 
to the Church in the latter dayes , the Spirit of grace, delive- 
rance,calargement,dominion,and exaltation ; theſe things were 
ſought __— the People of God among us of late, ind in pur.

It is ſaid. the Iron was m xt without Clay ; it ſhould fignifie the 
heatheniſh worldly Civil Power, and the Eccleflaſtick State 
ſhould mingle together , the Church ſhould borrow many cor- 
rupe conſtitutions , cultom*, and helps from the wicked and 
worldly power ; this mi ute is yet found among us ; the old 
leaven of Antichriſtian pollutions, manners, and procced! 
that was begun to be parged our, is leavening us again, — 
Whole lump (if grace prevent not:) The Baſis upon which 
God will ſet up his Kingdome, namely, the Word of God. as the 
Law and the Spirit of Chriſt in his Saints, as the Counſellor . is 
not admitted: Far 9. 14. Should we again break, thy (om 
mandements and joyn in affinity with the prople of theſe abomina- 
tions Whilſt worldly aims and ends run along withthe Work 
of Chriſt, be had many followers , bat now thit the God of 
this World hath given to many the golden Cup, whereby they 
are overcome. in ſecurity and eaſe, to make another ſtepin that 
Work, beyond what the preſent ſtate of things will bear, ſuch 
love and zecal is found but with few amongſt ns, this is a low un» 
worthy Principle : It che bleſſed Reformers of former Ager, 
or more later of our times, whoalwayes foundevery new 
in Reformation to be attended with difficulty and , 
had been of this low and unſcarchable ſpirir,or could been 
content for he enjoyment of their lives and liberties , erfe and
